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FIRE THREATENS MOUNTAINS 

Fire threatened to sweep over the 
mountains Thursday afternoon after 
gaining considerable headway in the 
hills between the Hastings ranch and 
the Villa.

BOND ISSUE WILL REALLY MEAN ECONOMY 


LODGE IS GROWING 


Purchase of Baldwin Water in Little Santa Anita Canyon Actually 

Cheaper T han Development of 
More Wells

tal cost of this inch of water will 
then be $6,205.66. 

Now suppose the city buys the 
Baldwin water, which is gravity water 
and need not be pumped. Assume 
that the city pays $2,500 for a min¬ 
er's inch, a price said by Mr. Son- 
dregger to be common in this region. 
The city will pay 5 per cent interest, 
or $2,500 in twenty years, the 
average life of a municipal bond. 
This $5,000 represents the total cost 
of the inch of water, a difference of 
$1,205.60 as against pumped water. 

The Crucial Test 

But that is not all. At the end of 
the period, after the bonds and inter¬ 
est have been paid for the gravity 
water there will be no further charge 
to be met. On the other hand there 
would remain a perpetual charge of 
10c per thousand gallons to be paid 
for pumping the well water. 

Now if the city were to sell to the 
company this supply of gravity water 
to be purchased from the Baldwin 
estate, at less than 6 cents per 1,000 
gallons the year round it would 
bring in $250 per year in round num¬ 
bers. This would be sufficient in 2 0 
years to pay the principal and interest 
on any water bought from the Bald 
win estate at $2,500 a miner's inch, 
showing how it would be possible to 
make the income from the plant pay 
for itself. 

Mr. Blumer closed his remarks 
with a strong plea that the question 
be decided on its merits and that no 
personal feeling over irrelevant mat¬ 
ters cause any voter to “cut off his 
nose to spite his face" by voting 
against a measure so important for 
the good of the entire community. 

Opinion of An Expert 

Major Sondregger of Los Angeles 
is the man engaged by the city trus 
tees to appraise the Baldwin water 
property when they started condem¬ 
nation proceedings. He has been 
engaged in the study of water prob¬ 
lems for a great many Southern Cali¬ 
fornia towns. He placed the value 
of the Baldwin water rights at $11,- 
000 and of all their other property 
in this city at $2,550, making a total 
of $13,550. He said he was con¬ 
vinced that these figures could be 
successfully defended in court. He 
spoke of the need of fire protection 
which the city has no means of fur¬ 
nishing at present. For this purpose 
he had planned a distributing system 
for a part of the city, with suitable 
hydrants, etc., to cost $20,000. For 
apparatus he has made estimates re 
quiring $1,100, his total estimates 
reaching $35,000. On his advice the 
trustees had put the amount of the 
bond issue at $40,000 to cover any 
possible contingencies and such ex¬ 
penses as engraving bonds, etc.

mass meeting to consider the munici¬ 
pal water bonds Wednesday evening 
by Mr. John G. Blumer. The figures 
were startling, and together with 
other facts submitted by him, made 
Mr. Blumer’s remarks by all odds the 
most important of the evening. 

President Mead of the Board of 
Trade presided at the meeting, which 
was attended by a large number of 
voters and one lady whose example in 
attending such meetings with her 
husband deserves emulation. Re¬ 
marks by Attorney Leslie R. Hewitt 
of Los Angeles who has taken part 
in the conduct of the condemnation 
proceedings against the Baldwin es¬ 
tate, Major Sondregger, who has ap¬ 
praised the Baldwin water rights. 
President Andrews of the Water com¬ 
pany, City Attorney J. A. Madden 
and City Engineer W. F. Bixby, were 
given close attention and greeted with 
applause. 

Called upon for remarks on the 
subject of municipal ownership of 
public utilities, Mr. Blumer dis¬ 
missed the topic with a few remarks 
to the effect that it is no longer a 
fad but an established principal of 
economics and that sooner or later 
Sierra Madre must come to it. The 
present need in Sierra Madre is to 
get more water from the cheapest 
and most practicable source. 

The Water Company, he said, is so 
bonded that no more money can pos¬ 
sibly be borrowed till 1916. In the 
meantime the only way it can raise 
money to develop or acquire more 
water is by stock assessments, which 
are not exactly popular. It is up to 
the city, then, to secure the addi¬ 
tional supply needed. By acquiring 
the Baldwin rights in the canyon the 
company will have a new partner in 
the joint ownership of the water 
there, a thing devoutly to be wished 
for. Old residents know what a dis¬ 
agreeable partnership the company 
lias had with the Bladwin interests. 
Its hands are tied, so far as making 
the best use of the canyon is con¬ 
cerned. 

Actual Cost Figures 

Taking up the matter from the 
standpoint of actual costs of secur¬ 
ing gravity water from the canyon by 
condemning the Baldwin rights, or 
developing more water at the com¬ 
pany’s wells and pumping it to the 
reservoirs for distribution Mr. Blu¬ 
mer gave out some startling figures. 
The ascertained cost of developing 
one miner’s inch of water on the 
company’s land is $ 700 . The cost of 
pumping that inch of water for six 
months of the year at 10c per 1,000 
gallons, during a 20-year period, will 
be $4,665.60. Interest for 20 years, 
the average duration of a municipal 
bond, at 6 per cent, the rate paid by 
the company, will be $ 840 . The to¬

INSPECTS CANYON 
Mr. Francois E. Matthes, Topogra¬ 
pher and Inspector, U. S. Geological 
giving week on his return to Wash- 
Churchill’s Canyon Ranch Thanks¬ 
giving Week on his return to Wash¬ 
ington from Mount Ranier, where his 
summer passed close to its glaciers, 
as chief of a party making topo¬ 
graphic maps, leaving only when 
thick ice formed every night over 
the glacial streams. Our Southern 
California climate appealed to him, 
causing exclamations of delight. The 
butterflies flying at this season were 
a source of wonderment. Mr. Mat¬ 
thes spent several years in the Grand 
Canyon of the Colorado, the official 
maps being from his survey and 
drawings; also those of Yosemite 
Valley.

City Engineer Bixby spoke of the 
o.wer insurance rates which insur- 
ince men have assured him would be 
'ranted readily with the installation 
>f some adequate system of fire pro- 
ection. The advantages of having 
)!enty of water with whkh to beau- 
ify the city were also emphasized. 


That the proposed plan will be the 
most economical for the securing of 
more water was also pointed out by 
Mr. Bixby. Gravity water from this 
canyon is the cheapest we can get 
from the standpoint of operation and 
distribution. The watershed of the 
Little Santa Anita, he said, would 
furnish an average of more than 50 
miner’s inches, leaving out of ac¬ 
count the years of excessive rainfall. 
Only about one-half of this amount 
is now secured. Further development 
is impossible without a transfer of 
the Baldwin interests to the city or 
the company, the latter being imprac¬ 
tical, however. He also furnished 
some interesting figures showing that 
for about $30,000 an impounding 
reservoir could be built on a site he 
had surveyed which would store 15,- 
000,000 gallons of storm water whi^h 
would otherwise run off, adding much 
to the supply. 

Company’s Supply Outgrown 

President Andrews of the Water 
Company reviewed the history of the 
Water Company from its organization 
in 1882 to the present time. At first 
irrigation was the principal object 
of the twenty-eight stockholders. Now 
the 500 stockholders place domestic 
use of water first. The company’s 
gravity water was formerly sufficient, 
but the present growing demand 
makes it appear that continuous 
operation of the pumping plant will 
be necessary. This is expensive and 
uneconomical. The question is, 
where . to get more gravity water. 
The logical answer is for the city to 
purchase the Baldwin share in the 
canyon. This would give the com¬ 
pany a new partner in the canyon, 
which in effect would then be owned 
by two companies in whi'di all citizens 
are stockholders. Tt should then be , 
possible to arrange some equitable I 


means of placing the whole supply at 
the disposal of the citizens. 

City Attorney Madden presented 
some figures showing the effect of 
the bond issue on the tax rate, with¬ 
out taking into account the possible 
income from the water. If the first 
bonds are made to mature in a year 
the rate would be increased about 23 
cents on each $100. If the maturity 
is deferred 10 years the bulk of the 
payments would be deferred and the 
rate would be increased only about 
16 cents.

from the Board of School Trustees 
calling attention to the state law on 
the subject. However, neither the 
school trustees nor the Board of 
Health are unanimous in their opin¬ 
ions regarding the wisdom of vaccin¬ 
ation. The school trustees acted un¬ 
der a mandatory state law which re¬ 
quires them to keep out of the 
schools all children who cannot show 
a certificate or proper evidence of 
vaccination. 

At the request of Captain J. A. 
Osgood, one member of the Board of 
Health who is strongly opposed to 
vaccination, the News reprints a 
communication which appeared 
Thursday in one of the Los Angeles 
papers, as follows: 

‘ The writer hereof, after having 
met up with vaccination and small¬ 
pox in all conditions during the last 
forty years, making a close study of 
the disease, together with its history 
and the history of vaccination, fully 
agrees with the conclusion of Alfred 
Russel Wallace, as testified to by him 
before the British royal commission 
(to which report wras given the sup¬ 
port of Profs. Tyndal and Huxley, 
Drs. Creighton and Crookshank, all 
former advocates of vaccination) 
that ‘Vaccinated persons take small¬ 
pox more readily than if unvaccinat 
ed.’ This is contrary to the views 
circulated by the medical profession, 
but is in accordance with the facts 
as developed by the investigations of 
the British royal commission, which 
was appointed at the request of, and 
in the interest of the medical profes¬ 
sion in England and Wales, and was 
composed entirely of men friendly to 
the theory of vaccination, that ‘fol¬ 
lowing the periods of time when the 
greatest number of vaccinations were 
had, there were the most widely 
spread and fatal epidemics of small¬ 
pox.” Sir John Simon testified be¬ 
fore the royal commission that, of 
53,57 9 smallpox hospital cases, 41,- 
061 had been vaccinated. In the 
High gate smallpox hospital over 90 
per cent of the smallpox cases were 
of people who had been vaccinated. 
Physicians acknowledged before roy¬ 
al commission that they had "on 
cealed facts in order to save vaccina¬ 
tion from reproach. Physicians also 
acknowledged before the royal com¬ 
mission that erysipelas and a long 
train of other diseases followed vac¬ 
cination, in many of the cases result¬ 
ing in death. Vaccination has been 
well called the ‘great delusion.’ ”

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RECIPES FOR BLACKING. 

How to Make a Liquid and an Oil 
Paste Variety. 

A fine liquid blacking is made as fol¬ 
lows: .Put one gallon of vinegar into a 
stone jug: add one pound of ivory 
black, well pulverized: half a pound of 
loaf sugar, half an ounce of vitriol and 
one ounce of sweet oil. Mix by stir¬ 
ring. This blacking is highly recom¬ 
mended as producing a fine jet polish 
and is less injurious to leather than 
most of the pastes and liquid blackings 
in common use. 

A fine oil paste blacking is made 
thus: Take a quarter of a pound of oil 
of vitriol, ten ounces of tanner’s oil, 
four ounces of ivory black and ten 
ounces of molasses. Mix the oil of 
vitriol and the tanner’s oil together 
and let stand for one day. Then add 
the ivory black and molasses and the 
whites of two eggs and stir well to¬ 
gether until there is a thick p te. 

How to Preserve Pineapple In the Sun. 

Sterilize the jars und utensils. Grate 
the pineapple. Fill the hot jars with 
it and pour in enough sirup to fill the 
jars solidly. Place the jars in the sun 
for an hour, then fill the jars again 
with boiling sirup. Wipe and seal. 
Place the jars on a board and out of 
a draft of air. If the screw covers 
are used tighten them after the glass 
baa cooled. 


How to Blacken a Hot Stove. 

Take any kind of blacking powder 
and any kind of oil and mix as thick 
as cream (lard will dob Apply with 
a cloth, and the oil burns off and 
leaves the blacking in the iron, which 
lasts longer than when blacked the 
usual way. Do not blacken the sides 
of the stove with this mixture, as it 
will not burn ofT. It is for the ton 
onlv. 


REMOVAL OF STAINS. 

How to Clean Soiled Clothing by Sim* 
pie Methods. 

Pretty frocks ure apt to pick up soil 
from grass and stains from fruit in 
summer, and, though white may be re¬ 
stored to their original condition, this 
is not always the case when the mate¬ 
rial is in dainty colorings. 

It is uot generally known that luke¬ 
warm water and a little good white 
soap will remove many different stains 
if the remedy is applied in time. From 
personal experience I have found that 
new paint will disappear ft the mate¬ 
rial stained is rubbed together exactly 
as one might wash goods 1 once 
stood close to a large pillar that had 
just been painted a light yellow and 
transferred most of the paint to a 
long brown broadcloth wrap. I was in 
despair, but a mau standing by simply 
rubbed and rubbed until not a trace of 
stain was evident. No agent beyond 
the rubbing was used, but the paint 
must be taken before it is dry. 

Acid stains will usually respond to 
an alkali treatment. One part of am¬ 
monia, borax or washing soda to twen¬ 
ty parts of water is the proper pro¬ 
portion. A stain caused by an alkali 
may be neutralized with one part citric 
acid, vinegar or lemon juice to twenty 
parts of water. In both cases chloro¬ 
form will usually restore the original 
color, supposing colored goods have 
been treated. One should keep away 
from the fire during the process. 

Drops of blood should be treated 
with soap and warm water first and 
then be covered with a paste made of 
raw cornstarch, exposing it to the sun 
for some hours. It may then be brush¬ 
ed off and the spot washed again. 

Stains from coffee, tea or chocolate 
should first be treated with hot water 
if the goods can stand it. If obstinate 
the stain should be soakedjn glycerin. 


A' stanrorTHTs'kTn^ on “silk should “5e 
treated with glycerin mixed with cold 
water. 

In the case of fruit stains on colored 
fabrics apply equal parts of glycerin 
and alcohol. Allow’ the sohition to 
dry and then rinse in warm w’ater. In 
the case of white goods javelle water 
is a sure—and if carefully done—a per¬ 
fectly safe remedy for fruit stains. To 
make Javelle water take one part 
chloride of lime and ten parts water, 
then one part of washing soda dis¬ 
solved in four parts of water. Allow 
this to settle, then pour off the clear 
fluid Into a jar or bottle, throwing 
away the sediment. When needed for 
use. heat well and lay in the goods to 
be bleached. Iiinse in several waters, 
and if the fabric is very sheer it might 
be well to rinse finally in a solution 
of hyposulphite of soda one part and 
water ten parts. This is to neutralize 
the effect of the lime, which, if left in 
the fabric, might injure its strength. 

Stains caused by orange or lemon 
juice will usually resjwnd to an appli¬ 
cation of one part ammonia to twenty 
parts of water. This is good in the 
case of either white or colored fabrics. 

Grass stains on white goods may be 
removed by covering them with mo¬ 
lasses. and some people use the same 
remedy on colors. In my opinion, just 
keeping the stains wet with alcohol is 
the better plan, afterward «*«tiy 
sponging with a little warm water a»d 
soap. 

Rust stains on white goods are not 
difficult to remove. They may safely 
be steeped in a solution of citric acid 
one part and water twenty parts. 
When the rust maiks have disappear 
ed the goods should be washed in 
warm water.—Elizabeth Lee in New 
York Telegram.

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ORDINANCE NO. 124 


An Ordinance Calling a Special Elec¬ 
tion to He Held in the City of 
Sierra Mndre on the 13th day of 
December, 1910, for the Purpose 
of Submitting to the Qualified 
Voters of Said City a Certain 
Proposition to Incur an Indebted¬ 
ness in the Sum of Forty Thousand 
($40,000.00) Dollars to Pay the 
Cost of Acquiring and Constructing 
a Certain Revenue Producing 
Municipal Improvement, to-wit: 
Water Works for Supplying the 
Said City of Sierra Mndre and its 
Inhabitants with Water and for 
Distributing Such Water, Including 
the Acquisition of Lands, Water 
Rights, Rights of Way and Other 
Property, the Construction of 
Aqueducts, Conduits, Ditches, Ca¬ 
nals, Tunnels, Water Mains, Pipes, 
Reservoirs and Other Works Nec¬ 
essary Therefor; Providing for the 
Issue of Ronds of Said City for 
Said Improvement and for the 
Levy of a Tax for the Payment of 
Said Bonds; Establishing an Elec¬ 
tion Precinct for Said Special Elec¬ 
tion, Designating the Polling Place 
Therefor, Appointing the Election 
Officers for Said Election and Fix¬ 
ing Their Compensation. 


WHEREAS, The Board of Trus 
tees of the City of Sierra Madre, at 
its meeting of June 9th, 1910, by a 
vote of two-thirds of all its members, 
duly passed and adopted a resolution 
determining that the public interest 
and necessity demand the acquisition 
and construction by the City of Sierra 
Madre of a certain revenue producing 
municipal improvement, more partic¬ 
ularly described as follows, to-wit: 

The acquisition and construction 
by the City of Sierra Madre of a 
certain revenue producing municipal 
improvement, to-wit: water works for 
supplying said city and the inhabit¬ 
ants thereof with water and for dis¬ 
tributing such water, including the 
acquisition of lands, water rights, 
rights of way and other property, the 
construction of aqueducts, conduits, 
ditches, canals, tunnels, water mains, 
pipes, reservoirs, and other works 
Decessary therefor, the estimated cost 
of which said municipal improvement 
is the sum of Forty Thousand 
($40,000.00) Dollars: and 

WHEREAS, Said resolution was 
thereafter, to-wit, on the 9th day of 
June, 1910, approved by the execu¬ 
tive of said municipality, to-wit: by 
the President of the Board of Trus¬ 
tees of said City of Sierra Madre; 
and 

WHEREAS, The estimated cost of 
said water works for supplying said 
city and its inhabitants with water, 
and for distributing such water, 
described in said resolution, is 
Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) Dol¬ 
lars, and such cost is and will be too 
great to be paid out of the ordinary 
annual income and revenue of said 
City, and the acquisition and con¬ 
struction by the said City of Sierra 
Madre of said water works for sup¬ 
plying said City and the inhabitants 
thereof with water and for distribut¬ 
ing the same is necessary and con¬ 
venient to carry out the objects, pur¬ 
poses and powers of said City of 
Sierra Madre; 

NOW, THEREFORE, The Board 
of Trustees of the City of Sierra 
Madre do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. That a special election 
be, and the same is hereby called to 
be held, and such special election 
shall be held, in the City of Sierra 
Mddre on the 13th day qf December, 
1910, for the object and purpose of 
submitting to the qualified voters of 
said City the proposition of incurring 
a deot for the purpose set forth in 
said resolution and hereinafter 


stated, and such proposition shall be 
submitted to the qualified voters of 
said City at said special election. 

Sec. 2. That the object and pur¬ 
pose for which said debt is proposed 
to be incurred is the following, to- 
wit: The acquisition and construc¬ 
tion by the City of Sierra Madre of 
a certain revenue producing munici¬ 
pal improvement, to - wit: water 
works for supplying the said City 
and the inhabitants thereof with 
water, and for distributing such 
water, including the acquisition of 
lands, water rights, rights of way 
and other property, the construction 
of aqueducts, conduits, ditches, ca¬ 
nals, tunnels, water mains, pipes, 
reservoirs and other works necessary 
therefor. 

Sec. 3. That the estimated cost 
of said proposed municipal improve¬ 
ment above described, to-wit, said 
water works for supplying said city 
and the inhabitants thereof with 
water and for distributing such 
water, hereinbefore mentioned, is 
Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) Dol¬ 
lars. That the amount of the princi¬ 
pal of the indebtedness to he incurred 
therefor is the sum of Forty Thou¬ 
sand ($40,000.00 ) Dollars: and that 
the maximum rate of interest to he 
paid upon such indebtedness is Five 
(l) per centum per annum, payable 
semi-annually, which rate of interest 
shall not be exceeded in the issuance 
of bonds for such indebtedness. 

Sec. 4. That if the proposition 
of incurring the indebtedness of said 
City for said purpose so submitted 
at such election receives the requisite 
number of votes, to-wit, two-thirds 
of the votes of the qualified voters of 
said city voting at such election, 
bonds of said City in the amount of 
Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) Dol¬ 
lars shall be issued and sold for the 
purpose of acquiring and construct¬ 
ing said public improvement, to-wit, 
water works for supplying said city 
and the inhabitants thereof with 
water and for distributing such 
water, including the acquisition of 
lands, water rights, rights of way and 
other property, the construction of 
aqueducts, conduits, ditches, canals, 
tunnels, water mains, pipes, reser¬ 
voirs and other works necessary 
therefor, as mentioned and described 
in said resolution of the said Board 
of Trustees hereinbefore mentioned 
and referred to. 

Said bonds shall bear interest at 
a rate not exceeding Five (5) per 
centum per annum, pa able semi¬ 
annually, and the princip 1 and inter¬ 
est thereof shall be pay hie in gold 
coin of the United State j. 

Sec. 5. That for the purpose of 
paying the principal and interest of 
said bonds the Board of Trustees of 
said City shall at the time of fixing 
the general tax levy, and in the man 
ner for such general tax levy pro¬ 
vided, levy and collect annually each 
year until such bonds are paid, or 
until there shall be a sum in the 
treasury of said city set apart for 
that purpose to meet all suriis be¬ 
coming due for the principal and in¬ 
terest on said bonds, a tax sufficient 
lo pay the annual interest on 
such bonds, and also such part 
of the principal thereof as shall 
become due before the time for fixing 
the next general tax levy; provided, 
however, that if the maturity of the 
indebtedness created by the aforesaid 
! ssue of bonds be made to begin more 
than one year after the date of the 
issuance of such bonds, then the tax 
Tor the purpose of paying the princi¬ 
pal and interest of the bonds the 
maturity of which is so deferred, 
shall be levied and collected at the 
time and in the manner aforesaid 
annually earch year, sufficient to pay 
the interest on such indebtedness as 
it falls due, and also to constitute a 
sinking fund for the payment of the 


principal thereof on or before matur¬ 
ity. Said tax shall be in addition to 
all other taxes levied for municipal 
purposes, and shall be collected at the 
same time and in the same manner 
as other municipal taxes are col¬ 
lected, and be used for no other pur¬ 
pose than the payment of said bonds 
and accruing interest. 

Sec. 6. The polls of said election 
shall be opened at six o’clock of the 
morning of the day of the election, 
and shall be kept open until six 
o’clock in the afternoon of said day, 
when the polls shall be closed. 

Sec. 7. The ballots to be used at 
said election shall be printed in the 
following form: 


Sec. 8. If an elector shall have 
stamped a cross (X) in the voting 
square after the printed word “Yes.” 
nis vote shall be counted in favor of 
the adoption of the proposition: if 
he shall have stamped a cross (X) 
In the voting square after the print 
ed word “No,” his vote shall be 
counted against the adoption of the 
same. 

Sec. 9. That in all particulars not 
recited in this Ordinance, said special 
election shall be held as provided by 
law for holding municipal elections 
in said City. 

Sec. 10. That for the holding of 
said special election the whole of 
said City of Sierra Madre is hereby 
preciricted into one special election 
precinct, to be known as Special Elec¬ 
tion Precinct No. 1, which said Spe- 
ial Election Precinct No. 1 embraces 
all of the precincts which existed for 
the holding of the last preceding gen¬ 
eral State election in said City, the 
said City having heretofore been jire- 
cincted ftito trat orie pHecitt'ctJ that 


the boundaries of said Special Elec¬ 
tion Precinct No. 1 are the bounda¬ 
ries of said City of Sierra Madre, and 
said Special Election Precinct No. 1 
is co-extensive with the corporate 
limits of said City of Sierra Madre; 
that the polling place of said Special 
Election Precinct No. 1 is hereby 
established at the City Hall of the 
City of Sierra Madre; that the com¬ 
pensation of the Officers of Election 
for said Special Election Precinct No. 
4 for all services performed by said 
Officers of Election at said special 
election is hereby fixed at the sum of 
Three ($3.00) Dollars each, and the 
following named persons are hereby 


appointed Officers of Election for said 
Special Election Precinct No. 1 for 
said election,to-wit: 

Judges; Howard Hill, Democrat: 
E. N. Mead. Republican. 

Inspectors: S. R. Norris, Demo¬ 
crat; F. O. Nichols, Republican. 

Clerks: Jesse L. Dunn, Democrat; 
J. A. Patterson, Republican. 

Ballot Clerks: J. A. Kramer, Dem¬ 
ocrat: S, H. Spafford, Republican. 

Sec. 11. That the City Clerk of 
said City of Sierra Madre shall cer¬ 
tify to the passage and approval of 
this Ordinance, and shall cause this 
Ordinance to be published once a 
week for two successive weeks in 
the “Sierra Madre News,” the same 
being a newspaper of general circula¬ 
tion printed and published less than 
six days a week, to-wit, weekly, in 
said City of Sierra Madre. No other 
notice of said election than the afore¬ 
said publication for two weeks of 
this Ordinance in said hewspaper as
